The  Council  noted  a  letter  with  respect  to  Project  No.  3, 
Schedule  No.   401  from  Mr.  Doutaz  objecting  to  the  degree  of  the 
proposed  improvement  to  Ruby  Street. 

The  Council  considered  a  report  of  the  Board  of  Administration 
dated  February  26,   1971,  dealing  with  the  various  projects  approved 
by  the  Court  of  Revision  this  day  and  containing  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  That  the   'Initiative'  project,  Schedule  401, 
Item  1,    (Cambie  Street)  be  undertaken. 

2.  That  the   'Initiative'  projects,  Schedule  401, 
Items  2  to  6 ,  be  undertaken  subject  to  Council's 
approval  of  the  1971  Capital  Budget. 

3.  That  the   'Petition'  projects  in  Schedule  402, 
Items  1  to  83,  and  Schedule  403,   Item  3,  be 
undertaken  subject  to  Council's  approval  of 
the  1971  Capital  Budget. 

4.  That  the   'Petition'  projects  in  Schedule  403, 
Items  1  and  2,    (Champlain  Heights)   be  under- 
taken . 

5.  That  the  Engineer  be  authorized  to  call  tenders 
for  the  approved  paving  and  curb  and  gutter 
projects  after  Council's  approval  of  the  1971 
Capital  Budget.
